The machine is fof the pur­ 
pose of cutting rocks and shaping them as 
they lie in their natural beds, 
t 5 its re­ 
markable utility has been satisfactorily de­ 
monstrated. 
Briefly described, it consists 
of what looks like a eoarse circular saw 
driven by steam, which cuts upward and 
backward through all kinds of stone with 
ease and rapidity. 
The teeth of the saw 
can be removed and replaced at pleasure 
and the entire machine occupies but a 
very small space. 
That it is a labor and 
money saving invention will be readily 
understood when it is stated that tt avoids 
the waste caused by the process of blasting 
and requires only one-fourth of the cure 
usually employed in quarrying. 
The flit­ 
ter can be set at any required angle, and 
if the stone is to be finished before it- re­ 
moval, tiles are attached to each side of the 
saw-plate slightly wider than the fitter , 
thus removing the saw tooth-mark*.

LIFE EXTINGUISHERS. 


Strike a man on his head w ill, a sledge­ 
hammer, and the stun to It is nerves will 
render him insensible to any pain that 
m ight he caused by the injury. But when you 
snEer severe pain, it is certain that, if you 
are in your right mind, you w ill not allow 
any one to strike your head with a sledge­ 
ham m er to make yon insensible; for the 
blow m ight possibly kill von, and the risk 
would be more dangerous than the most 
agonizing pain. 
Still this same principle, 
or rather insane idea, is often adopted by 
allopathic physicians in their endeavors to 
stop pain. 
O f course they never strike a 
man on the head with a sledge-ham m er; 
that m ight he called tin attem pt at m ur­ 
der ; hut they use other means o f stunning 
the nerves, and call them m edicinal agents. 
One of these agents is hydrocyanic acid, 
which is only another name for the deadly 
prnssie acid. 
In the last edition of the 
(H itod States Dispensatory (allopathic), we 
learn that “ nothvithstanding the trem en­ 
dous energy of this acid, it has been 
ventured 
upon 
in 
a 
diluted 
state 
as 
a 
sedative, 
anodyne, 
and 
anti- 
spasntodic.” 
Am ong the diseases enum er­ 
ated for which this death agent is inter­ 
nally adm inistered by allopathic physi­ 
cian-. we lind diseases of the chest and 
-th r ;'.t, consumption, asthma, 
whooping- 
cough, chronic catarrah, certain affections 
o f the stoma -It, and 
paroxysmal excite­ 
ment of mania. 
T h e manner in which it 
acts 
as a “ sedative, anodyne, and anti- 
spasmodic,” is easily understood—shove a 
mail <m the threshold of death and lie will 
ii-'ially keep quiet. 
T his same Dispen­ 
satory thus describes the properties of the 
allopathic 
“ rem edy:" 
“ H ydrocyanic 
ai-id is one 01 the most deadly poisons 
known. 
One or two drops o f the pure 
acid are sufficient to kill a vigorous dog in 
a few seconds. 
Hydrocyanic acid is so 
rapidly fatal as a poison that physicians 
have seldom an opportunity to treat its 
effects. 
Death, if it occur at all. usually 
takes place in from one to forty minutes. 
T h e poison appears also to have a direct 
paralyzing action on the heart. 
Som e­ 
tim es death occurs almost instantaneously.” 
is not the effect of this agent upon the 
system very sim ilar to the effect of a sledge­ 
ham m er blow upon the head? 
Can it not 
be justly called a life-extinguishcr? 
A n­ 
other “ very valuab le” allopathic “ rem­ 
edy ” is strychnine, or “ ilog-jjoison.” 
And tliis is what the last edition o f the 
U nited Dispensatory says o f i t : “In what­ 
ever way strychnine i- introduced into 
th e system , it acts, if in sufficient quantity, 
as a violent poison.” 
“After jmisonous 
doses i lie symptoms usually come on not 
only speedily but very suddenly.” 
T he 
sym ptom s 
are 
violent convulsions and 
great pain, with t omph'tc exhaustion be­ 
fore death. “There i- no reliable chem ical 
JH tr-hi tv to strychnine." 
After such a 
description of its pro;» rtic the Dispensa­ 
tory farther say». “ .-tryehiiinc is a very 
valuable tonic. 
' 
its striking 
convulsive influences early led to its use 
in palsies, 
it i» habitually em ployed 
to-day in hem iplegia and various paralytic 
affi 
in-.” 
T he use of s;t- h a life ex tin ­ 
guisher to cause a paralyzed man to move, 
seem s hast'd upon its sim ilarity to plung­ 
in g a knife into a dying man in the hope 
that his involuntary struggles for an in­ 
stant v. ili prove nature capable of reviving 
iier forces to conquer death. 
It is only 
Using upi “suddenly” the little vitality left 
in th e body, which m ight leave prolonged 
life for days, months or years. 
Is it not 
m anslaughter to hasten a man’s death? 


T h e R u in e d C ities o f A ra b ia . 
Petra has long been famous, but it ap­ 
pears that it can no longer claim to be 
l unique. 
It is but one of many city sites 
w ith which the Peninsula of Arabia is 
strewn. 
T he remains at Petra are rock- 
cui sepulchres and a few public halls, the 
dw ellings are gone. 
Probably the houses 
were o f clay, as were those of the city of 
el-IIejr, or M edvin Salih. 
Here, hewn out 
of the cl ids that border a sandstone plain 
sixteen m iles in length and width, are 
numerous tombs, sim ilar to those at Petra. 
T he facades are full o f cornices and pilas­ 
ters, showing a strange m ixture of the 
E gyptian and Greek styles. 
1 rns and 
strange griffin-like figures adorn the ped- 
ments, and in some of thetynipani a man s 
head w ith braided side locks is introduced 
as an ornament. 
T he walls of the cham ­ 
bers have ranges of shelves, graves tire 
sunk in the floor, and human Itones, mum­ 
my clouts and other remains are found. 
A t a gorge in the adjoining m ountains of 
E tblib is the only excavated chamber 
which is not a tomb. 
T his contains a 
number o f tablets, w ith figures sometimes 
like pillars, one, two or three together, and 
engraved inscriptions in a Xabathean-like 
character above. 
E leven m iles from cl- 
IIcjr, near the village of el-A lly, is the site 
o f another old town, where the inscriptions 
are H im varic. 
A t Tevma, some eighty 
m iles north of M edyin .Salih, are the walls 
o f the old city of Tcyma, mentioned by the 
H ebrew prophets. 
There are also some 
large colum ns of barbaric workmanship. 
T he aspect o f Arabia is that of a de­ 
cayed country. 
W hile the ancient Arabi­ 
ans bored deep w ells in the rock, walled 
them with stone, and bu ilt stone houses, 
their M oslem successors were clay build­ 
ers, and now the Bedouins only dig shal­ 
low juts with their hands and a stick. 
Am ong the oldest Arabian remains are 
huge erect stones such as would he called 
Druidical in Britain, and buildings o f liuge 
irregular blocks, such as arc commonly 
called 
Cvclojiean or Pelasgian. 
M onu­ 
ments of uncertain age, built of unhewn 
stone, are frequent in the valleys and oil 
I lie surface of the Harrat (or Butte) cl- 
Anevrid, near M edyin Salih. 
They are 
shaped like beehives, and are about 12 feet 
high and 25 across. 
In one place 150 of 
them stood together, 
Each is bu ilt over a 
sepulchral cell, access to which is obtained 
through a hole in the toji. 
Mr. Doughty, 
who discovered these remains in 1876-78, 
has been followed by Professor Killing, who 
has recently returned to Egypt. Sir H enry 
Kawlinson does not believe that the in- 
seriptions are older than the first or sec­ 
ond century of the Christian era. 
T he 
1 lim varitic inscriptions were probably left 
by 
jiilgrims from the south o f Arabia, 
where I lim varitic was the language, w hile 
the northern Arabs would, of course, write 
in their own language, the Nabathean. 
T he Sinaitie inscriptions, which made so 
great a sensation a few years ago, and were 
believed to be records left by Moses of the 
Exodus, had been proved to be sim ply me­ 
morials of pilgrim s on their way to and 
from Sinai. 
No m onuments of high an­ 
tiquity have yet been found in Arabia, ex- 
cejit the foot of a statue found in the 
island o f Bahrein, and hearing an inscrip­ 
tion in cuneiform characters.

S o m e o f 
I ts D e le te rio u s K fle rts U pon 
L iv e S to ck . 
Few farmers cun have forgotten the dis­ 
astrous ravages wrought in the Western 
States, a few years ago, by the disease 
known as hog cholera, swine jdagtte, typhus 
o f jiigs and by various scientific terms. 
During the hist two or three years the 
country has seemed to lie almost free from 
the plague, hut w ithin a few m onths the 
m alady has apjieared in several localities, 
showing all the virulence that marked its 
ajipearance in former years. 
In the early 
part of the current year a prediction was 
made, by one who has given to diseases of 
•swine m uch careful study, that if the sum ­ 
mer should he com paratively dry and 
warm, hog cholera would decim ate the 
droves of this country. 
Reports jmblislted 
from tim e to tim e, since that prediction 
was made, show that the disorder has at­ 
tacked sw ine in the W estern and M iddle 
States, as w ell as those as far cast as New 
England. 
In Virginia heavy losses have 
been recently reported. 
In the vicinity of 
Lynchburg the scourge appeared some 
three months ago, and it is estim ated that 
in the counties o f Bedford and Campbell 
alone 1 0 ,00(1 hogs have died w ithin that 
period from the disease named. These losses 
represent a m oney value of not less than 
8100,000, and much of this amount falls 
upon poor people who depend largely on 
the pork barrel for meat and for a -tibsti- 
tute for butter. 
For several years the Departm ent of Ag­ 
riculture has been investigating the disor­ 
der mentioned, and the scientists who have 
been em ployed in the researches seem to 
have come to the conclusión that the cause 
has been found in bacilli, which swarm in 
almost 
inconceivable m ultitudes in the 
Idood o f the afflicted animals, dam m ing up 
the arteries and the veins, deranging the 
action of the nerves, and finally causing 
death. 
It has long been known that the 
disease is virulently contagious, very m in­ 
ute quantities o f the excrem ent o f an 
affected anim al being enough to convey 
the poison to a healthy herd. 
T he germs 
of the malady are carried in numberless 
ways, and it w ill require constant watch­ 
fulness to successfully guard healthy pigs, 
in regions where the hog cholera exists. 
Not infrequently excrem ent, adhering to 
the boots of a visitor to the sick swine, has 
served to infect a new locality. 
T he wind 
may carry the dried bacilli long distances, 
to fall upon the grass or in the water, thus 
to find their way to the internal organism 
of previously healthy hogs. 
Running 
streams may carry the virus to animals 
further down ; manure dropped from pass­ 
ing stock trains may become dried and, 
caught up by the breeze, fall w ithin reach 
o f pig-, which in turn become new centers 
of infection. 
H ogs dead o f cholera are 
eaten by their fellows, and fill the systems 
of the latter with a poison that will result 
in death. 
Anthrax, or charbon, has caused the 
death of many thousands o f cattle and 
slteeji. 
Even as lately as a week or two 
ago a number o f cases have been reported 
in the West. 
It is known that this disor­ 
der. so mysteriously and seem ingly so sud­ 
denly fatal, is caused liv bacteria which 
swarm in prodigious number in the system 
o f the victim . 
M ilk sickness is another 
ailm ent that has caused the death of thou­ 
sand- of human beings, cattle, swine, dog.» 
and other animals. 
M ilk, hotter and the 
flesh of anim als having this disease convey 
the poison to those who drink or eat thereof. 
There seems to be reasons for believing 
that these disorders have their origin, or 
their favorite habitat, at least, beside slu g ­ 
gish streams flowing through 
rich low 
lands where stagnant pools lie, amid rot­ 
ten vegetation, under a sun almost tropi­ 
cal in its fervent heat. 
Thence the germs 
have been carried by suffering animals, 
and probably by birds also, to be scattered 
in their voiding* and otherwise, in new 
and more or less favorable places, there to 
make new centers o f cultivation and of 
contagion. 
In the course o f his investiga­ 
tion into the nature and origin of milk 
sickness, I)r. .Joseph Gardner o f Indiana 
found i n

he counted for Clevelaiul unless the official 
count reverses the verdict declared by un­ 
official returns. As soon us it became ap­ 
parent that the vote in New N ork would ho 
close, the entire Democratic press of the 
country, and even Governor Cleveland 
himself, asserted the election of the Demo­ 
cratic candidate.

The result thus arrived at is confirmed, hy 
an entirely diflerent investigation, based upon 
the returns collected directly from every elec­ 
tion district in the .State.

The strength of the foregoing statement 
i- found ill it- calmness, freedom from 
charge of nnv phase of vituperation, and 
its judicial summing up.

E d is o n ’s New H o p e . 
M r. Edisi.n, the c lei ¡rated ele- trienio, in 
a recen; interview, informed the public of 
his laudable intention to “ devote five veins 
to the elimination "f tie 'team engine,” 
the plan being to obtain electricity direct 
from the enmhu'tion of coal, instead of first 
having recourse t" the heat of the coal, 
and the steamhoiler and engine a-inter 
veiling media. 
We have often maintained 
tliat such a procedure would be highly de­ 
sirable; would prove the greatest discovery 
on record, and contribute immeasurably to 
the world’s progress. 
At the same time 
we scarcely imagine that even Mr. Edison 
will satisfactorily solve this problem with­ 
in a period of live years. 
However this 
may he, we desire to take exception to a 
statement made hy him in the aforemen­ 
tioned interview, to the effect that “ we 
now get out of coal about one-hundredth 
part of the real power we ought t > got." 
When this statement first appeared in a 
daily newspaper we thought we \\ mid let 
it pass without notice, but now that it is 
being published broadcast in journal' de­ 
vote to electricity, we must put it on rec­ 
ord and call Mr. Edison's attention to the 
fact, that he is wofully mistaken. 
It is a 
poor steam plant that docs not give out 
front the engine shaft useful available en­ 
ergy equal to at least 1(1 ]H*r cent, (not 1 
per cent.) of the total energy of the fuel, 
and IO per cent, is not infrequently ob­ 
tained. 
In tact, the modern steam appli­ 
ances wliirti Mr. Edison himself employs 
to furnish the power for his dvnaiuos, 
probably always give out as high as 15 
per cent, of all the energy in the fuel as 
available energy for the dynamo machines 
and in some eases doubtless even exceed 
this figure. 
Eh- trieol journals that have 
published Mr. Edison’s incorrect state­ 
ment may find it of interest to note these 
points and bring them to the attention of 
their readers.—[American Engineer.

S o m e In te re s tin g D a ta C o n c e rn in g T h is 
P u b lic M e m o ria l. 
A correspondent who has ascended the 
shaft o f the W ashington monument re­ 
cently wrote; 
T he elevator stopped about 486 feet 
above the ground floor of the monument. 
T he walls rose just four feet higher than 
this. 
The scene from the top, soon to be a 
familiar one to the citizens of W ashing­ 
ton and visitors to the city, is truly nia 
liificent. 
T he floor of the monument is 011 
the p ile of stonework 17 feet above the 
ground. 
T he shaft is now 41)0 feet above 
that, m aking 507 feet. 
Engineers w ill ap­ 
preciate the difficulty of underpinning a 
vast mass o f masonry like this, but, to the 
uninitiated at least, the putting in place of 
the last stones of the marble roof won 
seem to 
be a tougher problem to solve. 
Colonel Casey’s solution of it was made 
clear to his inquisitive companion by the 
aid of a wooden m o d el; but it is not"such 
an easy m atter to impart the information 
thus conveyed to the reader without the 
aid of diagrams. W ithout venturing upon 
technical details then, it may be briefly 
stated that the framework o f the derrick, 
so long a fam iliar object on top o f the 
w hite shaft, w ill only be ¡11 use a few days 
longer, to put in place the last five courses 
of stone necessary to bring the work to a 
bight of 500 feet above the ground floor, 
at which bight th e roof w ill be put on 
The laying of these rem aining courses, if 
the work is not delayed by bad weather or 
accident, will occupy the- workmen during 
this month and a part of the next. 
Early in October, however, the public is 
promised a grand transformation scene on 
top of the monument. 
A ll o f the frame­ 
work w ill be cleared away, and in its place 
a lofty derrick w ill be erected, composed of 
four stout masts starting from th e tops of 
the iron columns near the angles and lean­ 
ing toward each other until they meet at a 
height of 75 feet above the top of the m on­ 
ument. 
Around these masts, a tittle below 
their junction, w ill be a circle of metal, 
and around this circle the horizontal arm 
of the derrick will sw ing free in everv di­ 
rection. 
On stout iron beams laid across 
the top of the monument and projecting 20 
feet over the edge on the ca-t side, a strong 
platform will be built. 
The roof stones 
w ill be hoisted by the elevator in the usual 
way to the top of the monument, and will 
then be placed on an iron carriage and run 
out 011 the projecting platform. 
T he arm 
of the derrick w ill then be swung over the 
stone, and it will be hoisted and deposited 
in the place for which it is intended. 
T he ro o f w ill be a pyramid in form, like 
that 011 Bunker H ill Monument, but much 
larger. 
The corbels, when finished, will 
be the stone ribs or supports o f the roof. 
There are three projecting from the inner 
surface of each wall. 
T he four m iddle ones 
w ill be brought closer aud closer together 
until they have nearly met, and then a 
“ four-way” keystone will he set, uniting 
them. 
T hey will then present the appear­ 
ance of two G othic arches crossing each 
ther at right angles. 
The intermediate^ 
eight, after two in each angle have come 
together, 
will 
be keyed by large stones 
fitting closely. 
O n the stone rib-work thus 
formed the large flat roof 
laid in such a manner that e 
rest upon the marble ribs ai: 
course below. 
These ri: - wi 
regular courses by the aid of 
until the course immediate! 
arm is set. and then, o f course 
must come down and other : 
vised for setting the capstone,

THE BETTER RECORDS OF THE JERSEYS. 


N o breed of cattle has become more 
popular than the Jerseys, and 110 breed 
gives more general satisfaction. 
W ithin 
the past ten years they have made greater 
progress than for many years previous, ow­ 
ing to the great interest taken in them by 
American breeders. 
T he Jerseys were 
handicapped by the “ color m arks”— cream 
fawn and 
black 
nozzle— until inferior 
cattle were in greater demand than those 
w hich were meritorious. 
In other words, 
every valuable quality was being sacrificed 
to solid color. 
T he prices at which they 
were sold, however, were low, as those who 
desired first-class butter cows were not dis­ 
posed to venture too largely in order to 
possess a prize anim al whose superiority 
rested upon exterior characteristics only. 
W hen a new departure was ventured upon, 
and the breeding anim als were selected 
from those that excelled in tlie production 
of butter, the Jerseys rapidly rose in favor 
and became in great demand. 
In building 
up the leading strains of Jerseys the cows 
Alphea, Eurotas and Coomassie were the 
foundations, w h ile tlie m ale line is traced 
to Jupiter, R ioter and Signal. 
Other e x ­ 
cellent anim als were used to im prove the 
strains, but those named were the principal 
fam ilies, although 
they were somewhat 
related. 
T he cow Coomassie has been of 
greater service through the influence of 
her sons and grandsons than through her 
daughters, w hile the others have produced 
excellent descendants through both the 
m ale and female line. 
Eurotas, a daughter 
of Kioter, has imparted her good qualities 
to all of her descendants, and the bull liioter 
is w ell represented through the Stoke 
Pogis fam ily, the St. Lambert cows being 
chiefly of this blood. 
Our object here, 
however, is not to give pedigrees, but to 
impress upon our readers the importance o f 
careful selection of the breeding stock from 
among anim als that have proved them ­ 
selves meritorious. 
T his rule has become 
im perative among breeders. 
W e find the 
record alone the test for the trotter, and, 
although pedigree is very valuable, unless 
an animal demonstrates its usefulness as a 
sire or dam its own excellence w ill not 
give it a high place as a breeder. 
Blue 
Bull, a horse o f almost unknown lineage 
has gone to the front as a sire of trotters, 
although but ¡111 inferior trotter himself, 
and the cow Coomassie, w hile not equaling 
others o f a later date, still ranks the h igh ­ 
est as a source o f the best quality. 
The 
test of m erit has increased the fleeces and 
carcasses o f our sheep, and the early ma­ 
turity and capacity o f digestion of the 
sw ine have enabled breeders to single out 
certaiu fam ilies o f Berkshires as superior 
toothers. 
By this process of selection for 
m erit only, and according to the capacity 
of the animal, breeders have produced 
Jersey cows that give thirty pounds o f 
salted butter in one week, the m ilk re­ 
quired for 
such production being only 
five quarts for one pound of butter, as in 
the case of Ida, of St. Lambert. 
T he m ilk 
yields of the liolsteins, from some families, 
have reached 
over fifty pounds (about 
twenty-five quarts) daily, and still the im ­ 
provement goes on. 


California, of all 
the States in the 
Union, is gardenless, so far as the farming 
com m unity is in general concerned. 
The 
old method o f growing only one crop, and 
that 
usually wheat, is still adhered to, 
much 
to the detrim ent of the farming 
class. 
T he ( liicago Herald, speaking o f 
the value o f gardens, says: “ Gardeners, 
and above all, farmers, have 110 business to 
live m eanly or to think o f them selves as 
obliged to drudge ceaselessly without the 
indulgence of other classes.

business to see town folk having early 
vegetables and berries ;i month before his 
tardy supply comes on, to be out of them 
in (log days before tlie merchants and cheap 
boarding-house keepers in the city have 
begun to see the end o f fresh things; be 
has no need to live 011 doughnuts and boiled 
dinners the year round, when others try 
the changes of spring lamb, fresh fish, 
boiled chicken, salads, ducks and green 
peas, capons and veal until turkffy tim e 
comes again. 
H e ought not to see town 
homes fragrant with flowers, w hile his wife 
has only a bunch o f syringas or cinnamon 
roses, with a tuft of asparagus, to sweeten 
the parlor when she thinks to pick them.

A pple trees do not make good shade • 
trees for the pastures. 
T he cattle spend 
too much tim e in looking for th e fallen 
fruit, and perhaps in fighting over it,w hen 
they should be eating grass. A fter a windy 
day they are apt to eat more apples than 
are good for them, which is as bad as too 
much of anything else. 
A pples may be j 
fed to cows in considerable quantities, with 
the effect o f increasing the m ilk, but it j 
w ill be best to begin w ith sm all quantities 1 
at first and gradually increase the ration, j 
In this way the danger from over-eating, ' 
or from m aking the teeth sore from the j 
effects o f the acid, w ill be avoided, and the 
apples w ill serve as a substitute for roots | 
or other green fodder. 
For this purpose j 
sweet apples are better than sour, and ripe 
apples better than green. 
T he particles of a soil have the power 
of attaching to them selves and holding by 
cohesive attraction a certain amount of 
water. 
W hen this is exceeded the re­ 
dundancy w ill drip front it if the soil be 
placed in a vessel with a perforated bot­ 
tom. 
T his is the water ot saturation, and 
is that which occupies the spaces between 
the particles and is not adhering to them 
T his is that w hich is carried off by the 
underdrain, but the adhering moisture is 
not in the least a fleeted by it. 
T his can 
be greatly reduced by a strong pressure, 
but can be entirely removed only by evap­ 
oration at a temperature above the boiling 
point o f water. 
T he power to hold water 
short of saturation differs w idely in differ­ 
ent soils. 
Clav soils have this property in 
the highest degree. 


T lie follow ing is said by the American 
Stock Journal to be an infallible remedy for 
chicken cholera : 
M ake a m ixture of two 
ounces each o f red popper, alum, resin and 
flowers of sulphur, and put it in their food 
in proportions of one tablespoonful to three 
pints of scalded meal. 
In severe cases give 
about one-third of a teaspoonful in a meal ¡ 
pellet once a day to each fowl, putting a 
sm all lum p of alum in their drinking 
water. 
T he xvriter says: 
“ I have tried 
the above ingredients with marked success; 
have cured fowls in the last stages o f the 
disease. 
I make it a practice now to give 
my fowls some of it once or tw ice a week, 
and there are no symptoms of any disease 
am ong them .”

drawback to its use.

Although we hold the faith that genius 
will eventually make its way, there can be 
little doubt that many instances have oc­ 
curred in which either a lucky chance or a 
sympathetic helping hand has very ma­ 
terially hastened this result. Of the first 
of these ¡lids to ¡Kipular recognition tlie 
following paragraph furnishes an instance : 
“ About thirty years ago a poor little 
musical composer, very modest, and almost 
unknown, tried to sell the partition of an 
opera which had just lately been produced 
in Paris, to some publisher, but noltodv 
wanted it. Perhaps one of the music 
houses would have accepted the partition 
had it not been for tlie illustrious Berlioz, 
who advised him not to touch it at the 
price demanded—that is to say, a sum 
equal to $600. 
When the publisher had 
declined the music tlie young composer 
carried his manuscript to another house, 
l.-ut it was refused, simply because the first 
had done so. Strolling along the boule­ 
vard, the disappointed artist met a young 
gentleman named Chotidens, a clerk in the 
Department of State. To him he related 
liis troubles, whereupon C'houdens said, 
‘Mil foi, but it islnckv we met. I am going 
to marry in a few days the daughter of a 
man who engraves music, and when we are 
married we shall start a music warehouse. 
I cannot afford to pay you 3,000 francs for 
your work, hilt I will give you 1,500 for it, 
if you will trust mo for the year.’ 
Tiie 
composer accepted these terms, and the 
work was printed. 
The name of the opera 
is ‘Faust,’ and that of the composer 
Citarles Gounod.” 
This, if true, may in­ 
deed he termed the “ lucky chance” which 
at once brightened the prospects of one 
who, entirely unknown, sought only the 
world's attention to achieve a fame which 
has gained in strength to the present day. 
But it must not he forgotten that there was 
also a “ helping hand,” and that this came 
not from France, but front England.

Koumiss has become a very common ar­ 
ticle of iiiet with dyspeptics, anil it may lie 
made at home at a cost of about 15 cents 
per quart. 
The following directions are 
given for its manufacture: Fill a quart 
champagne bottle tip to the neck with pure 
milk; add^ two tablespoonfuls of white 
sugar, after dissolving the same in a little 
water over a hot fire; add also a quarter of 
a two-cent cake of compressed yeast. Then 
tie the cork on tlie bottle securely, and 
shake the mixture w ell; place in a room 
of tlie temperature of 50 to 95 degrees 
Fahrenheit for six hours, ami finally in 
tlie ii'e-box over night. 
Drink in snob 
quantities as the stomach may require. 
It 
will be well to observe several important 
injunctions in preparing the koumiss, and 
they are: To lie sure that the milk is pure; 
that the bottle is sound ; that the yea-t is 
fresh; to open the mixture in the morning 
with great care, on account of its effer­ 
vescent properties; not to drink it at all if 
there is any curdle iff thickening part re­ 
sembling cheese, as this indicates that the 
fermentation has been prolonged beyond 
the proper time.
